In university and govern­ 
ment laboratories across the 
country, thousands of re­ 
search men from many field 
of science are seeking to 
solve the mysteries of the 
mouth.

Bacteriologists and embry- 
ologists, physiologists and 
biochemists, pharmacologists 
and physicists are among the 
research workers who are 
scientifically examining den­ 
tal diseases and disorders  
to find out why we have them 
and to devise better ways to
cope with them.

   
HERE ARE some of the 

unsolved mysteries on which 
they work and on which prog 
ress is being made:

o Dental Decay. How pre 
cisely do mouth bacteri 
cause decay and which one 
are primarily responsible 
Could a vaccine be devised t 
prevent decay? Studies are 
underway to find out wh 
some people are immune t 
decay and others decay 
prone. Scientists are invest 
gating whether small amounts

aliva sometimes causes tooth 
namel to dissolve or starts 
he formation of calculus.

hat is the cause of such 
ental disharmony?

Cleft Palate. The dentist
now serving as part of a 

ealth team, including speech 
lerapist, physician and psy- 
hologist in correcting the 
roblems of harelip and cleft 
alate. New devices and tech- 
iques are now being dis- 
overed to facilitate the re- 
abilitation of these patients
e Oral Cancer.

Scien 
tists are experimenting wit 
new adhesive cements an 
filling materials, trying 
develop some which would 
prevent leakage around fill- 
Ings, thus eliminating recur-
